What You Ought to Do 


for a Child with Chicken-Pox 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.

HEftE are many diseases some children have to 
suffer and their parents have to fear. 
How 


anxiously all parents .count the days after one 
of the children in a school room is taken down 


with some communicable disease. Only yesterday my 
boy said: 


""Well, I have just two more days before I'll come 


down with the chicken-pox! 
Willie Jones went home 


with it twelve days ago." 


Chicken-pox is an acute disease, the chief sign 


of which is the formation of small blisters on the skin. 


The time of incubation from exposure to attack 


is from two to three weeks. It may be only ten days, 
but is usually about fourteen or fifteen days. 


This disease rarely attacks adults, but it should be borne in mind 


1>U. 


as one of the conditions which may be-»- 
conf ounded with amallpox. 
The onset of tha disease may be an- 


nounced by a chill, by pains in the legs 
and back or by vomltinK- 
The eruption appears within a day of 
he first symptoms of illness. Usually 
.his is noticed to begin with on tha chest 
or back. Perhaps the face and forehead 
may be attacked first. 
Red spots, slightly raised above the 
evel of the skin, are the primary Indl- 
-ation of chicken-pox. In a short time 
he covering- of those spots seems to 
hln.
